Days in New York 
Epidemic. 


Special Bonds Authorized to Fi- 
nance Fight — Sunday 
Schools to Be Watched. 


NEW YORK, July 6.— The Health De- 
partment announced today that com- 


plete figures show that during the 24 
hours preceding 9 o’clock this morning, 


21 children died of infantile paralysis 
in the greater city. 
Of the 623 cases reported in Greater 


New York, 174 have resulted in death. 
All the children are under 7 years old. 


Special bonds to provide money to 
fight inrentile paralysis have been au- 


thorized and today the Health Commis- 
sioner is appealing for 120 additional 
nurses. There are 300 cases in three 
city hospitals. The last 48 hours has 


demic began. In the 24 hours ending at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning 91 cases 
had been verified in Brooklyn, 18 in 
Manhattan, two on Staten Island and 
two in Queens. No additional cases 
were reported from the Bronx. This 
makes 113 the toll for one day, wh is 
the worst yet recorded. In Brooklyn 157 
cases were verified in 48 houfs, and 
scores of others were awaiting con- 
firmation by the doctors. 

The death toll continues to be high. 
There were 22 deaths in the 48 hours 
preceding Monday noon, 26 deaths in 
the next 24 hours and, so far as could 
be learned, seven deaths from Tuesday 
noon to yesterday morning. This makes 
a total of more than 150 deaths in ap- 
proximately 600 cases—a mortality that 
far surpasses that in any past experi- 
ence with the disease. 

Reported in Other Cities. 

Reports came in indicating that the 
malady is gradually extending its rav- 
ages to points up the State and to the

In such instances the relatives may 
see them at the discretion of the atten 1- 
ing physician. 

A shertage of monkeys is handicap- 
ping the work of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute. The Siam animal is the only 
one yet found which will develop the 
disease by inoculation. For the devel- 
opment of a serum it i: absolutely nec- 
essary t> have such animals. 


Dust Spreads Disease. 

The Health Commissioner issued in- 
structions today regarding dustless 
cleaning. He advises that before floors 
are swept they be dampened with tea 
leaves or wet sawdust. Curtains shouid 
be taken Zzown for dusting and wood- 
work cleaned with a wet rag. 

The commirsioner’s step was based 
on a series of e:.periments conducted by 
Dr. M. Neustaedter, neurologist, and his 
associate, Dr. William Throw. They 
gathered sweepings from a room which 
had held sufferers from infantile paraly- 
sis. 

The sweepings were shaken for six 
hours in a salt solution and strained 
through cotton and a Berkfield filter 
The solution wa then slightly evapo- 
ratet in a vacuum and a portion of it 
was injected into . monkey.

Dead Escorted Through Street 
by Cavalry Regiment, Funeral 
Service Held. 


EL PASO, Tex., July 6—The “odies 
of Capt. Charles T. Boyd, Lieut. Henry 
Adair and seven troopers of the Tenth 


Cavalry, killed at Carrizal. were brought 
to El Paso today at $:30 a. m. Only 


the two officers and Private Dewitt 


Rucker have been identified. 

Eight of the Americans were ex- 
humed from a single grave, according 
to the undertakers who brought back 
the bodies. The dead had been gath- 
ered from the field of battle and cagt 
into a ditca, which was then filled up. 

Capt Boyd, Lieut. Adair and six 
troopers, stripped of their uniforms, 
were found together in the ditch. 
The body of the ninth trooper was 
the 
others. He had been wounded and ap- 
parently had dragged himself away 
from the scene of the fight. — 

Delivery Earlier an Bxpected. 

Gen. Bell had not expected the bodies 
to be delivered so early in the morning 
and the Eighth Cavairy, which had 
been detailed from Fort Bliss to act as 
an escort, was not on hand. An im- 
promptu guard was formed, however, 
from soldiers of the Seventh Infantry 
encamped near the bridge. Part of 
these marched beside the car, while the 
remainder stood at attention as it rolled 
off the bridge, upon American soil. 
Word was immediately sent to Fort 
Bliss and the Eighth Cavalry was 
started cityward. 

By the time the Eighth reached the 
death car at 10:3 a. m., thousands of 
persons had gathered along the streets. 
The cavalry drew up at attention while 
24 negro troopers, survivors of the Car- 
rizal engagement, took a station at the 
car’s entrance, directly behind Gen. Bell

The caskets wen taken from the car, 1 


covered with flags and placed in ambu- 
lances, while the mounted band of the 
Eighth Cavalry played “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee.“ A squadron of cavalry 
led a march to undertaking rooms, 
where it has been decided to hold the 
bodies for the present. 

The band played the Chopin Funeral 
March. Squads of dismounted men fell 
in beside the ambulances, behind each 
of which a riderless horse was led. Two 
of the horses were Carrizal survivors. 
The officers and men followed and the 
cortege moved off between lanes of peo- 
ple who bared their heads as it passed. 

At the chapel of the undertaking es 
tablishment a brief funeral service was 
read by Chaplain W. W. Brander of the 
Eighth Cavalry. 

It was announced that the identified 
bodies would be rned over to the rel- 
atives and tnat the others probably 
would be sent to Arlington Cemetery, 
Washington, for burial. 

Although the members of the under- 
taking force that made the trip to Car- 
rizal were shown every courtesy by the 
Mexican officials, they said the populace 
in the vicinity of Villa Ahumada 
showed considerable enmity. They were 
not hindered in their work, however, 
they said. 

One of them, O. J. Wilson, recounted 
the story of the trip as follows: 

“We arrived in Villa Ahumada Tues- 
day afternoon, having with us metallic 
caskets and wooden covers for 14 men. 
These were loaded upon a motor truck 
and we immediately set out for Car- 
rizal. 

We did not begin work until wednes- 
day morning, but our task. although 
disagreeable, was not hard. We found 
eight bodies in a single grave and the 
other two miles distant. Tho ditch which 
held Capt. Boyd, Lieut. Adair and six of 
the troopers was on the scene of the 
battle. Their bodies had been stripped 
and piled on top ot each other. 

Although the es were badly de- 
composed, it was plain there had been 
no mutilation. Only one bore an iden- 
tification tag—that of De „itt Rucker 
of K Troop. We recognized Boyd and 
Adair by their color. The others bore 
nothing that would give a clue to their 
identity, although three saddles and a 
tin cup found in the grave may help 
later. The tin cup bore the inscription 
‘No. 61, K ? 

Wo placed the bodies in the metallic 
caskets and a tinsmith sealed them. 
The next morning we started them over 
to Villa Ahumada, 10 miles away.

54 HOURS TO ADVANCE 4 
“MILES ALONG THE SOMME 


Work of Artillery Largely Responsible for Suc- 
cess of Forward Movement Germans 


Had Every Foot Fortified.

PARIS, July 4.—I have obtained de- 


storming divisions, four miles in a 
straight line from the trenches west of 
the village of Frise, through that vil- 
lage, the Mereaucourt Wood and the 
Chapitre Wood to the hamlet of Feuil- 
leres. 

It took 50 hours to traverse those four 
miles, but that was rapid traveling, 
when you consider that each of the way 
stations through which the French were 
obliged to pass had been transformed by 
German handicraft into a powerful 
stronghold and augmented by the ob- 
stacle presented in this region by the 
„buckle“ in the Somme River. 

The Somme's regular course is east 
and west, but just north of Frise it 
makes an abrupt hairpin loop north- 
ward; about two miles in length. 

Before the offensive the French 
trenches ran from north to south imme- 
diately east of the western side of this 
“buckle,” and much of the French ar- 
tillery was further west, across the 
river. Therefore, when the infantry left 
the trenches and started for Frise, 600 
yards due east of them, they risked be- 
ing deprived of adequate artillery sup- 
port because of the difficulty of mov- 
ing heavy guns forward across the 
shell-sprinkled river. The number of 
French batteries further to the right— 
that is, south of the river—was such, 
however, that the handicap imposed by 
the buckle“ was no real hindrance to 
efficient and sufficient gunnery activity. 


Germans Not Surprised. 

From the interrogation of prisoners it 
would appear that the Germans were 
aware, or at least suspected, the allies’ 
intention of starting an attack on the 
Somme for several weeks. Before 7:30 
o’clock on Saturday morning all leave 
was suspended among the troops facing 
the French in this sector and every 
available man was set at work improving 
the defensive fortifications in both the 
first and second line positions. 

Intricate passages ere laid out in 
the maze of German barbed wire to per- 
mit reconnoitering parties to slip 
through and inspect the French 
trenches at frequent intervals. Saps 
were pushed forward to within a few 
feet of the French barbed wire and 
listening posts were scattered about in 
front of the German lines scarcely more 
than an arm’s length apart. . 

Additional bombproof shelters were 
built in the immediate proximity to the 
second line walls and the first line 
trenches. The twin woods of Mereau- 
court and Chapitre became subter- 
ranean hives of concrete and armor 
plate. 

Every possible means of defense was 
added to and strengthened except the 
numerical strength of the troops. 

The prisoners all replied werdun“ 
when asked why the German forces on 
the Somme had not been increased. 

The German firing trenches were im- 
mediately in front of Frise, their com- 
munication trenches running backward 
into a tangled network of fortlets con- 
structed among the crumbled houses 
of the village. 


Reserves From Peronne. 

At 1 o’clock Saturday morning, when 
the French batteries were still spilling 
high explosive death upon every square 
yard of the German positions, an alarm 
was sounded in the German trenches. 
At the same hour reinforcements began 
to move forward from the reserves sta- 
tioned in Peronne, five miles east of 
Frise. 

The reinforcing units crept forward 
through ditches at many places utterly 
pulverized by. French howitzers. 80 
frightful was the eyclone of shell 
among which the Germans, marching in 
company columns, found themselves as 
they entered the communication trenches 
leading directly to Frise that it was 
impossible for them to proceed further. 
They crawied into armored dens 18 feet 
under ground and awaited the arrival 
of the French infantry. ' 

Similarly the German units holding the 
firing trenches outside. of Frise were 
withdrawn into Frise proper, half an 
hour before the attack began. 

Meanwhile, on the French side, all was 
made ready for a clean forward sweep. 
whose laurels have been 
gained on many of the bloodiest battle- 
fields of this war, was chosen to under- 
take the job of capturing Frise. 
Brought to the Somme from the part 
of the front which for months has been 
the center of interest, they were given 
a long period of rest, reviewed by Gen. 
Joffre himself, and finally, during the 
course of the five-day bombardment pre- 
ceding the offensive, were sent into the 
front trenches. 

At 7:30 on Saturday morning to the 
shrill blasts of the officers’ whistles 
they scrambled over the parapets and 
raced across “No Man's Land“ into the 
Geserted enemy treriches.

before its defenders gave up. 

At every point the French gunners 
lengthened their fuses just far enough 
to keep a few hundred yards ahead of 
the infantry, while the German marks- 
manship, on the other hand, was both 
weak and errati¢, and the German ma- 
chine guns were far less numerous than 
had been exvected. 

At Feulleres, well beyond even the 
rearmost communication trenches of the 
German second line positions, the French 
came to a halt. They had been fighting 
without a break all day Saturday and 
Sunday until Monday afternoon. 

German Guns Destroyed. 

“Our bigger long range guns evident- 
ly surprised the Germans,” said a 
wounded artillery fire observer who has 
reached Paris today, as they unmasked 
many batteries within easy range of the 


inew French weapons, thinking they were 


quite safe. 

“After out fire smashed the Krupp 
guns of three different batteries in one 
small sector, we saw a German artil- 
lery officer give orders to retire out of 
our range. That is when our guns did 
their best work. 

“As the Krupp pieces moved from their 
concealed places into the open we sig- 
naled their whereabouts from the bal- 
loon, and our guns began picking them 
off. 

“The Germans did not use horses to 
drag back the guns, relying on soldiers 
and motor trucks. A single big French 
shell threw a huge German piece in the 
air, so it dropped sticking in the ground 
like an arrow, and hurled the motor 
truck entirely off the road. 

“The Germans ceased firing entirely 
with all the pieces they couldn't with- 
draw out of our increased range, as 
one round meant certain déath to the 
gun crew. 

“Our longest range guns dropped 4 
shells in the Germans’ most advanced 
aviation base, plowing up the ground 
and making the field useless for start- 
ing flights.’’ 

This officer, who was aloft in a cap- 
tive balloon when wounded, was struck 
by a small fragment of a German shell, 
prematurely exploding during flight. 

„„I was safe enough from German 
aeroplanes,”’ he said, our machines pre- 
venting them from approaching.“ 

Sergeant Pierre Chainat, mentioned 
in Sunday’s Comique for bagging his 
fifth German aeroplane, has written to 
friends in Paris: 

“The Germans are afraid to come out 
to face us here. As soon as the Ger- 
mans ascent they make a bee line for 
British front, as they fear our machines, 
which are faster. We shoot down many 
of the captive balloons directing the 
German’s artillery fire.“ 

Chainat brought down his fifth enemy 
in an unique manner, shooting as he 
ascended toward his enemy, 


‘I was climbing toward the German 
and naturally travelling slower when I 
opened fire, writes Chainat, 80 I 
could aim the machine gun better. When 
I hit him he began to drop, and I 
feared he would drop on me, but I 
kept firing, riddling the machine, my 
bullets clipping both wings off. The 
wreckage of his aeroplane dropped all 
around us.“ 

An artillery officer is quoted today in 
a Paris newspaper as saying the French 
batteries are not being masked as they 
move up, following the “poilus’”’ advance 
within the German lines, as the French 
anti-air craft guns haven’t permitted a 
single Fokker to fly inside the French 
lines to locate the batteries. 

The French artillery is thus enabled 
to give stronger support to the charg- 
ing troops, as they can wheel forward 
and resume firing in open positions, in- 
stead of having to wait until masked 
positions are prepared. 

A locomotive driver of the Nord Rail- 
way, who returned from piloting a 
trainload of wounded from Amiens, de- 
scribes the mammoth movement of 
troops, ammunition and supplies to the 
principal base for the Somme offensive. 

**You can hear the allied bombardment 
long before reaching Amiens,“ he says, 
“and all night the skies are lit up by 
bursting shells. Outside Amiens the 
track curves nearer the fighting front 
and the detonations from the artillery 
fire were so strong we had to break out 
all the car windows, fearing the glass 
would shatter at any moment and in- 
jure the patients. 


Few Wounded at Amiens. 


There are nothing like so many 
wounded as expected, from the experi- 


j ence of the Champagne battle. The proof 


lies in the number of empty Red Cross 
trains waiting in the Amiens yards. 
“There were mdny Germans among the 
wounded we carried. Most seemed to 
be suffering from the shock of the bom- 


} bardment, being dazed and apathetic. 


I noted especially the extreme youth of 
the German wounded, also the youthful- 
ness of the Germans I saw in a train- 
Joad of prisoners leaving Amiens just 
before us. 

Men from the front declare that a 
month ago the Germans along the 
Somme received orders in a secret cir- 
cular to construct special intrenchments 
and to push their saps forward as close 
as possible to the French barbed wire, 
so that every move in the French lines 
could be watched. 


~ STILL GREATER 
ALLIED ATTAGKS 


None Believes the Worst Over 
in the Offensive Between 
Arras and Roye.

BERLIN, July 6.—Unshaken, as is pub- 
lic and official confidence that the 
French and English will not be able to 
emulate Marshal Mackengen’s achieve- 
ment at Tarnow and Gorlice, no where 
in responsible quarters does the belief 
prevail that the offensive is nearing its 
end or that the worst is over. 

Un the contrary, it is thoroughly re- 
alized that the climax is not yet reached 
in the great battle and that moral and 
political reasons will cause the allies to 
make almost superhuman efforts to 
smash the German lines. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung this morning 
says nothing definite can be said about 
the tactics of the French and English, 
but. doubts that their plan i¢ to break 
through at one point after the futile at- 
tempt on a narrow front by the French 
in the Champagne. 

Continuing the Frankfurter Zeitung 
says: 

No one believes that the decisive part 
of the great battle between Arras and 
Roye is already fought, or that the 
main storm has been repulsed. The 
great offensive movement at the point 
where it was planned to break through 
has by no means been brought to 4 
standstill and it is certain that again 
and again heavy storming waves will 
rush against our lines; and it cannot yet 
be foreseen whether the enemy will at- 
tempt decisive attacks, at other points 
on our lines.“ 

Thefollowing description of the allied 
offensive is sent to the Lokal Anzeiger 
by thecorrespondent at the German field 
headquarters, under date of Tuesday: 

It is already clear on the third day 
of the great offensive that the first and 
strongest thrust of the allies only can 
succeed in pushing the Germans from 
their first position into the intermediate 
and second positions. There has been a 
quieting’ down of the fighting on the va- 
rious sectors of the front, particularly 
north of the Ancre River. 

“South of the Ancre, where the Ger- 
man line encloses Thiepval, Laboiselle 
and Mametz wood, the British re-at- 
tacked yesterday in heavy force. North- 
ward some individual engagements with 
detachments of the attackers took place 
southwest of Longueval and in that 
vicinity, There was a hotly contested 
fight around Hardeval, which, however, 
remained in German hands. ™ enemy 
in this section is attempting td organ- 
ize the first trenches, which he captured, 
for defense, in the meantime feeling 
out the German position with recon- 
noitering forces. 

‘South of the Somme the French oc- 
cupied with patrols the village of Flau- 
court and repeatedly launched violent 
attacks against the German second po- 
sition. The enemy’s success here con- 
sists only in the occupation of Flau- 
court. Further violent fighting, how- 
ever, may be expected in this sector.“ 

Initial Attack Hardest to Check. 

In view of the fact that the initial at- 
tack of every offensive is hardest to 
withstand, owing to the unavoidable ef- 
tect of surprise with superior masses of 
troops and accumulated ammunition, the 
military critics here are unanimous in 
considering that the great offensive in 
the West has made a showing which 
cannot encourage Germany’s opponents. 
Maj. Moraht, in the Tagesblatt, calls the 
Anglo-French successes very scanty.” 
He writes: 

“The critical moment for the success 
ef a great attempt to breach a line is 
the time between the beginning of the 
enemy infantry attacks and of the 
counter attacks, which the defenders 
are able to make after concentrating 
their forces. The enemy’s success in 
the four days’ offensive from this view- 
point is very small. The enemy suc- 
ceeded in overrunning the demolished 
German first trenches in several places 
with heavy forces. The resistance 
could not be great, because little except 
dead remained in the plowed up 
trenches. Where the Germans stood on 
the defensive, stubborn fighting oc- 
curred and, as the enemy reports, the 
Germans fought obstinately to the last 


man. 

“At other points, the German leaders, 
with cool deliberation and with troops 
well in hand, bent back elastically. This 
counter-tactic involved the enemy in 
embarrassment. As he was unable to 
impart the finishing stroke to the de- 
fenders with the first drumfire, he had’ 
to begin anew with artillery prépara- 
tion or attack the unweakened defend- 
ers as an alternative. The reports of 
the offensive must prove directly dis- 
couraging to the attacking forces. 

Says Lines Can’t Be Broken, 

Paris heard the cannon thunder as in 
1914. For let it again be said that the 
operative efficiency of the 
British army its inadequate to break all 
our rows of lines which have been most 
thoroughly constructed and expel us 
from France and Belgium.“ 

The Morgen Post critic says that the 
latest reports show that the British and 
French are gaining no ground, but that 
the central Powers have made gains in 
Vothynia and south of the Dniester. 

Other comments follow the same linea, 
absolute confidence being expressed that 
the entente allies are unable to menace 
the German * anywhere.

N ORPET TRA 


State Tries to Discredit Testi- 
mony That Marion Lambert 
Took Poison in Powder Form. 


WAUKEGAN, IIL, July 6.—Cross-ex- 
amination of Dr. J. A. Wessner, expert 
chemist, in the trial of Will H. Orpet, 
charged with the murder of Marion 
Lambert, today was directed in a futile 
attempt to break down his direct testi- 
mony of yesterday that Marion died of 
potassium cyanide taken in powdered 
form. 

Now you say that three is the num- 
ber of convulsions a person has after 
taking a lethal dose of potassium cya- 
nide?’’ said Attorney Joslyn. ‘Do you 
know of any printed authority in the 
world te that effect?” 

“IT did not say that,“ replied the wit- 
ness. “I said that three was the aver- 
age number of convulsions of the guinea 
pigs experimented on.” 


Basis of Two Theories. 
The very root of the two theories as 


to Marison’s death is involved in the 
question whether a super-saturate of the 
poison was used or whether it was taken 
in solid or powdered form. If a solu- 
tion the State contends that murder was 
committed, as no container was found 
after the tragedy, leaving only the ex- 
planation that Orpet took it away with 
him. The powdered poison, however, 
could have been carried by the girl in 
@ paper and numerous natural causes 
wpuld account for its disappearance. 

Dr. Wesner yesterday gave a wealth 
of reasons for his theory that the cy- 
anide was taken in powdered form. He 
asserted also, in reply to a hypothetical 
question, that the cyanide available to 
young Orpet in the greenhouse over 
which the defandant’s father has charge, 
was so much weaker than that found 
in the girl’s stomach that no combina- 
tion of circumstances could have in- 
creased it to the strength of that which 
caused death. 

The lawyer asked the question about 
convuis’ons three times during the cross- 
e~arnivation, Dr. Wesener correcting 
him seh time. 

Tue doctor was asked if potassium 
cyanide placed in moist, warm ashes 
and left for eight or ten hours would 
deteriorate in strength. Witness did not 
know precisely. He said that the ques- 
tion was vague, but that the moisture 
in the ashes, if there was any, would 
assist in deliquescence of the powder. 
He knew of no chemical in ordinary 
coal ashes which would affect lump 
cyanide. 

The State alleges that young Orpet 
got the poison in the greenhouse of 
which his father had charge and the 
remainder four days later was thrown 
into the ash heap, 

Dr. W. O. Krohn, a physician and 
alienist, who has appeared as a witness 
in 147 murder cases, was called. 

Tendency to Suicide. 

Replying to questions, the witness said 
that hysteria of which the defense con- 
tends Marion Lambert was a victim 
was a distinct disease of the imagina- 
tion and the will, In illustration, he 
cited persons who, without structural 
defects, had lost the power of speech 
merely by imagining that they had a 
malady of the organs of speech. 

The victims of this disease, he said, 
“have a distinct tendency to mdrbidness 
and to commit suicide.“ 

Answering a long hypothetical ques- 
tion, Dr. Krohn said that Marion was 
of the hysterical type and had a ten- 
dency toward suicide. 

Miss Youker May Testify. 

A report published early today that 
Celestia Youker, who has figured in the 
case as Orpet’s flancee, may yet take 
the stand caused an air of anticipation 
about Judge Donnelly’s courtroom. It 
was said that the State has the letters 
she wrote to Orpet before and after 
their engagement was announced. Two 
of them are said to contain answers to 
what appeared to be statements of Or- 
pet concerning Marion’s possible death, 
and these, it was intimated, may be in- 
troduced as evidence. 

Counsel for the defense scouted this 
possibility. The notion that Orpet plot- 
ted Marion's death and confided his 
plans to Miss Youker, they said, would 
be too grotesque to have any effect. In 
such an event, however, the defense in- 
timated it would call Miss Youker to the 
stand. The latter has been reported vo- 
cently as eager to testify.

Fighting—Statements of Captured |

PRESS CAMP. British Army in 
France, July 6.—The story of the Ulster 
division’s share in the first-day battle 
of the Anglo-French offensive is now 
accessible. The division had one of 
the most terrible parts of the difficult 
attack in the northern section of the 
offensive. Its trenches were disadvan- 


tageously located on ground facing 4 
ridge where the German batteries had 
an enflading fire, 

Through curtains of shrapnel fire, 
in the face of machine guns and under 
enfilading fire from machine guns in 4 
village the division captured the first 
German Une, shouting no surrender” 
and “remember the Boyne,” and started 
for the second line. Still under cross 
fire and every kind of shell fire the 
troops of the Ulster division went on 
until they gained a strong redoubt on 
the summit of the ridge. There those 
who had survived dug in and, against 
German counter-attacks and machine 
gun and rifle fire from two sides they 
held on until they had no more bombs 
or cartridges. Hopelessly shut off from 
further supplies by German curtains of 
shell-fire, they had to fall back to 
the German first line of trenches. Here 
they established themselves and stuck 
until help came. They. had brought 
200 prisoners back with them. 

Battalion Loses Nearly Every Mana, 

An English battalion from Yorkshire 
and Lancashire, caught in the same 
fashion, fought almost to the last man 
in holding the Germans north of the 
Ancre while battalions further south 
made uniform progress. 

All reports of prisoners agree that the 
Germans expected the real center of the 
attack would be north of the Ancre. 
Army officers say that nothing in the 
annals of the guards or of any other 
regular regiments in the battle of Ypres 
or in the history of the British army 
surpasses the gallantry of these bat- 
talions of Kitchener volunteers, which 
kept pressing on toward the objective! 
set for them while half thelr members 
want down. 

The irregularity of the losses, in which 
some battalions came off almost un- 


mered, is characteristic of modern front- 
al attack. 

Battalions which have been fighting 
since the battle began now have been 
relieved from the front line and are in 
billets in quiet villages or towns free 
from the sound of shell blasts or erack- 
ing bullets. Answering questions as to 
what they wanted most when relieved 
they invariably answered in three 
words: Sleep, wash, shave.” 

Every battalion is proud of keeping 
its formation until the first line of 
German trenches was reached and of 
the fact that the new army made good. 
One battalion with whose officers the 
correspondents talked met machine gun 
fire and lost half of its officers and 
men before reaching the first trench. 
but fought its way on another thousand 
yards to an objective set for it, where 
it entrenched and maintained its posi- 
tion. 

One of the officers of these battalions 
served out biscuits and half a bottle 
of soda water to each man from sup- 
plies found in the German dugouts. 
The British, who had to subsist on their 
travel rations for the first few days, in 
some instances were saved from short- 
age by the German rations which es- 
caped destruction by shelifire. These 
included canned German beef, which 
was found to be good. 2 

German Soldiers Well Fed. 

Talks with prisoners generally reveal 
that the German soldiers have food, 
while letters from their homes in every 
part of Germany indicate the civilian 
population is suffering privations. 

Asked what he thought of the great 
naval battle, one prisoner said he never 
heard of it. 

Another said that fresh eggs 
had been a great luxury in the German 
army and that a basket of them had 
just arrived and the Germans in his 
trench were feasting their hungry eyes 
upon it when a British howitzer made a 
direct hit. One British officer found 
his favorite brand of cigara in a Ger- 
man officer’s dugout.

Witnesses to Document Testify, 
However, That Millionaire 
Was of Sound Mind. 


SUIT BY GRANDCHILDREN 


Lawyer Denies Green Said 
“Everything He Ate Went 
Into His Right Leg.“ 


\ 
Testimony was taken yesterday after- 


noon in the office of Taylor & Chasnoff 
in the will contest suit instituted by 
grandchildren of the late James Green, 
who was chairman of the board of di- 


rectors of the Laclede-Christy Clay 
Products Co., and who died Oct. 19, 
114, leaving an estate valued at more 
than $2,000,000. 

The testimony was in depositions of 
Roy M. Ellers, a lawyer, and Joseph 
Wertheimer, an insurance agent, who 
were witnesses to the will nd codicil, 
taken before John F. Gree \ commis- 
sioner appointed by the Cir tit Court. 
They testified in defense of the will, 
but John F. Lee, attorney for the con- 
testing grandchildren, attempted on 
cross-examining them to obtain admis- 
sions in support of the charge in his 
petition that Green was of unsound 
mind at the time he signed the will. He 
was % years old and died from infirmi- 
ties caused by old age. 

The plaintiffs in the contest are Misses 
Laura C. and Marian E. Littlebrant, | 
children of Mrs. Laura Littlebrant, a 
daughter of Green by his first marriage. 
They were given $20,000 each in Green’s 
will, the bulk of the estate going to 
John Green, Mrs. Walter D. Thompson 
and Harold Rumsey Green, children of 
Green by his second marriage. 

Will Signed June 23, 1906, 

The will was signed June 23, 1906, in 
the office of Montague Lyon, an at- 
torney with whom Eilers was at that 
time associated. The codicil, which 
merely substjtuted the Guardian Trust 
Co. for the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
trustee, was signed 
‘Oct. 5, 1914, in Green's home, 504 Lin- 
dell boulevard. 

The testimony regarding the signing 
of the codicil was that Green was asleep 
ir a chair at his home when the wit- 
nesses went there. He was awakened 
by his son, John. 

Eilers said there was a large British 

flag hanging in the room and thet he 
remarked: It's strange for a German 
to come here to witness an English- 
man’s will.“ He said Green pol ‘ed 
proudly to the flag. 
_ Attorney Lee questioned Eilers closely 
as to Green’s condition at this time, but 
obtained no admissions that Green was 
not in his right mind. Lee asked: 

Did he say anything about believing 
that everything he ate went into his 
right leg?’ 

Eilers denied Green had made such a 
statement. 


Says Green Was of Sound Mind. 

Eilers, on direct examination, testified 
that Green was of sound mind when he 
signed both the will and codicil. Eilers 
told of conversations he had with 
Green about the time the instruments 
were signed. These conversations, he 
said, were about business matters and 
revealed Green at the time he signed 
the will to be “an alert, keen business 
man.“ 

On cross-examination Eilers said 
these talks principally concerned the 
clay products business of Green, and a 
problem presented by an effort the city 
made to open Sulphur avenue through 
Green's property on Manchester ave- 
nue. 

Attorney Lee attempted to get from 
Eilers admissions that Green repeated 
the same statements over and over 
again, and that his conversations were 
not clear and connected, but Eilers in- 
sisted they were clear and that there 
were no unnecessary repetitions. 

In response_to a question as to the 
length of time he talked to Green on 
the occasion of the signing of the will, 
Eilers said they talked about 45 min- 


. utes. 


“What was the occasion for such a 


long conversation?” asked Lee. 


“It was my opinion,“ replied Eilers, 
“that this conversation was arranged 
so that the witnesses to the will could 
have an opportunity to observe Mr. 
Green carefully that they might see 
that he had not been drinking, and that 
he was mentally capable of making a 
will.” 

Expected Contest Over Win. 

In further answers along this line 
Eilers made known that Green expected 
@ contest over his will, and that Lyon, 
who was Green's attorney, desired to 
}rotect the will when the contest was 
begun. 

“A day or two before the will was 
signed.“ Eilers said, “Green said in my 
Presence that he expected his grand- 
ehildren would contest the will. I am 
not sure whether he said the Littlebrant 
rrandchildren or the Tom Green grand- 
children. Either could have contested 
iu.“ 

In response to questions, Eilers said 
he had had many conversations with 
Green and that he never had seen him 
under the influence of liquor. He quali- 
fied this with the statement that once 
Green seemed different when he came 


to the office. 


"I thought he had ‘got out the wrong 
side of the bed’ that morning.“ said 
Eilers, “but Lyon said he probably 
had had a couple of drinks.“

‘“PARALYSIS’”’ CASE 
HERE IS MENINGITIS 


Negro Child’s Illness Found Not 
to Be Due to Infantile 
Disease. 

A case of suspected infantile paralysis 
was reported to the Health Department 
yesterday afternoon. Dorothy Johnson, 
colored; 2 years old, of #61A Fairfax 
avenue, was said by her physician to 
have mild symptoms of the disease. Re- 
examination of the Health Department 
records today disclosed that on June 
18 Gerald McLin, 6 years old, of 3806 
Maffitt avenue was reported as having 
symptoms of the disease. Dr. M. C. 
Woodruff, chief diagnostician of the 
Health Department, saw the Johnson 
child and decided that she had tubercu- 
lar miningitis, instead of infantile 

paralysis. 

With the exception of these two there 
has been no case of the disease report- 
ed since April and only six cases were 
reported during the 12 months preced- 
ing. 

Dr. Woodruff says the disease, as it 
has appeared here from time to time, 
dees not seem to be as virulent or as 
contagious as it is in New York. Few 
deaths have resulted from it and chil- 
dren of the same family have not con- 
tracted it when exposed. Dr. Wood- 
ruff’s observaiton inclines him to’ the 
view that, as it apepars here, the dis- 
ease is contagious only in the case of 
children that are peculiarly susceptible.

Referee Rombauer Tells Supreme 
Court Stockholders Should 
Pay Bradley Co. Penalty. 
ARE HEAVIEST INVESTORS 
Same Ruling in Case of the 


Hogg-Harris Concern, Fined 
$5000 and Ousted.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 6.—In an 
opinion filed today in the Missouri 
Supreme Court, Referee R. E. Rom- 
bauer contends that stockholders of 
two of the delinquent St. Louis lum- 
ber companies, ousted and fined some 
time ago under the anti-trust act, are 
personally responsible to the State for 
the amount of the fines assesse¢c 
against the companies in which they 
were interested. The two companies 
are the Bradley Lumber Co., a sub- 
sidiary corporation of the Chicago 
Lumber and Coal Co., ousted and fined 
$50,000, and the Hogg-Harris Lumber 
Co., ousted and fined $5000. 

The directors and officers of the for- 
mer were 8. H. Fullerton of St. Louis, 
president, owner of $800,000 worth of 
stock in the Chicago Lumber and Coal 
Co.; his brother, Robert Fullerton, own- 
er of $1,000,000 worth of stock in the 
Chicago concern, and, R. W. Fullerton 
of St. Louis, a son of S. H. Fullerton, 
secretary. 

Rombauer states that the only de- 
fendants touching whose assets any tes- 
timony was adduced before the referee 
were the Van Cleave Lumber Co., the 
Hogg-Harris Lumber Co., the Colonial 
Lumber Co. and the Bradley Lumber 
Co. 

One Company Without Assets. 

The Van Cleve Co,, the referee re- 
ported, went out of business not be- 
cause of pending state proceedings, 
but because it was insolvent and that 
no assets were available. 

As to the Colonial Co., the referee 
reported that there was not sufficien‘ 
data for him to fasten the liability 
for their disbursement on any one.” 

In the original anti-trust proceed- 
irgs there were 20 defendant lumber 
companies and fines were assessed 
eggregating $450,000. Nine of these 
companies failed to pay the fines and 
the case has been in the courts since. 

The Van Cleve Lumber Co. was 
organized in 1900 with a capital stock 
of $250,000 of which amount $165,000 
was paid up. The directors were B 
L. Van Cleve, T. R. Van Cleve and 
“One Phelps.” The only creditors 
were the Boatmen’s aBnk and the 
Third National Bank, to whom the di- 
rectors transferred the assets, when 
tre company dissolved. 

The Hogg-Harris Lumber Co. removed 
to East St. Louis from St. Louis follow- 
ing the ouster proceedings and the of- 
ficers declined to sign an affidavit say- 
ing they would pay the fine upon per- 
mission to continue to do business in 
the State. The board of directors con- 
sisted of George R. Hogg, C. H. Har- 
ris, Marshall Rusk and J. F. Ball. 

“A judgment. gf ouster against a cor- 
poration for tne misuse of its franchise 
is equivalent to their seizure by the 
State and dissolves the corporation,“ 
Refgree Rombauer rules. They have 

‘right to divide the assets among 
themselves as stockholders, before all 
creditors of the corporation whose claims 
are valid are fully paid.“ 

In making such a distribution they 
become jointly and severally liable,“ 
the referee concluded. 

The directors of the Bradley Lumber 


Co., which also moved from St. Louis 
to East St. Louis after the anti-trust 
decision, met shortly afterwards and 
made arrangements for the sale of the 
assets of the corporation to the Brad- 
ley Lumber Co. of Arkansas. Rom- 
bauer characterizes the proceedings as 
“a farce enacted for the purpose of 
preventing the collection of said judg- 
ment from assets of the Bradley Lum- 
ber Co. The State, as well as,the cred- 
itors of the corporation, cannot by any 
rigging be prevented from wi tony re- 
course against such property for \sati 
faction of their claims.“ 

The Colonial Lumber and Timber Co., 
concerning which Rombauer stated he 
did not has sufficiert data to fasten 
the liability upon any one, was also 
owned by the Chicago Lumber and Coal

CAMP 1S COMPACT, 
MEN ARE AT EASE 


U. S. Army Headquarters in 
Mexico Marked by Perfect 
Order and Preparedness. 


HEALTH IS PERFECT 


Each Knows His Post and Com- 
mand Could Become Marching 
Army in Half an Hour, 


y Associated Press. 

FIELD HEADQUARTERS, COLONIA 
DUBLAN, Chihuahua, June 29, via Army 
Motor Truck to Columbus, N. M., July 6. 
—Compact, prepared and unostentatious 
is the American field headquarters camp 
in Mexico. 

A walk through it shows no evidence 
of the hurry, curt commands or mi- 
tary stiffness sometimes associated with 
an army ready for action. Instead there 
is ease about men and animals, sprawl- 
ing around camp with the comfort of 
perfect health, each man knowing his 
duties so well that half an hour’s warn- 
ing would be sufficient to empty the 
great camp and change it into an army 
on the march. 

Long rows of shelter tents mark the 
camp of a cavalry command just in 
from a 200-mile march. The tents stand 
in a three-inch dust, their tops only 
the height of a smal! child’s head above 
the ground, their interiors, ovens, be- 
cause of the slight space between the 
hot sun above the equally hot earth 
below. In them tired men sleep and, 
hard-muscled, brown-skinned, these 
men are prepared for any strain. 

Kitchens in Green Bowers. 

Beyond loom refreshing bowers of 
green boughs, the interiors darkened 
and cool, where the kitchens show food 
prepared in cleanliness a part of the 
contrit »tion of preparedness for keeping 
the fighting men in trim. 

In the heart of the camp rows of huge 
gray motor trucks are parked in geo- 
metrical designs. About them, men 
crouch in the shade of their big bodies, 
their olivedrab clothing stained beyond 
washing with road dust. On the steer- 
ing wheels hang brilliant red, green and 
blue handkerchiefs, just washed and 
drying. These are the headgear of the 
truck drivers who have learned they 
cannot hope to protect more than their 
head and their mouths from the dust 
clouds. 

In the company streets a few jagged 
tins are scattered in seeming disorder. 
They are temporary washing utensils 
saved from what usually is junk. At 
the front of every soldier’s tent lies an 
orderly array of ammunition belts, 
pistols and fighting paraphernalia. But 
they are not conspicuous, because each 
pile is in almost the same position 
among the tent trappings. The machine 
gun batteries and even the big field 
guns might be passed without attracting 
attention, so exactly is each placed and 
covered from dust and in readiness for 
action. 

Order Everywhere in Evidence. 

Orderliness marks the tent of the 
pack and wagon trains. Picket line 
after picket line of trained and tough- 
ened mules are there, ‘the drivers giv- 
ing the animals the most careful at- 
tention. 

A pair of socks and a shirt hanging 
on the wire fence which enclosed the 
camp of the signal corps perhaps forms 
the only discordant note. For, from 
the point of view of preparedness, the 
size of this soldier's wash indicates 
luxury. It means the owner had an 
extra shirt, which he is wesnring. It 
means he is carrying excess weight in 
contrast to others of the soldiers who 
have carried no extra weight for weeks. 
In this camp washing and bathing is 
done simultaneously, the hot sun and 
winds drying the clothing by the time 
the bather is ready to dress.

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INDIAN POET COMING T0 
U. S. TO LECTURE ON ART 


Sir Robindranath Tagore to Leave 
Japan Where He Has Been Study- 
ing Psychology of People. 
TOKIO, July 6.—Sir Rabindranath Ta- 
gore, the renowned Indian poet, who 
has arrived in Japan to study the psy- 
chology of the people, will probably 
leave for the United States by the end 
of July. He will deliver a series of 
lectures in the United States, expound- 
ing his ideas on literature and art. It 
is likely that he will spend the winter 
there, and in the spring, if the war is 

over, cross to England. 

In Tokio the poet seeks to adhere as 
closely as possible to his normal life. He 
rises seldom later than 3 o'clock in the 
morning and passes four hours in medi- 
tation. He bélieves that if by reflection 
and repose one can still the surface of 
thought the deeper subconscious ideas 
come to their owner. 

At 7 o’clock he takes tea and after tea 
he works till 11, when he bathes and 
has a meal.

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GOVERNORS CARNOT DISCHARGE. : 
MILITIAMEN WHEN CALLED OUT 


Maj.-Gen. Mills Interprets Uncertain 
Provisions of New Law Affecting 
National Guard. 

BOSTON, July 6 —Interpretation of 
some of the uncertain provisions of the 
new law affecting the national guard 


was contained in a telegram from Ma- 
jor-General Albert L. Mills, received 
by Adjutant-General Charles H. Cole. 
“All officers and men of the organized | * 
militia called forth, irrespective of 
whether they take the new oath, must 
under the law present themselves for 
muster,” the message stated, adding that 
“the Govermr may not discharge them.“ 


“Enlisted men of the national guard 


under 18 years, not having parents’ con- 
sent, are not to be mustered into service 
and after rejection should be discharged 
by the Governor,” the telegram said. 
“Organized militiamen called forth may 
be mustered into service as organized 
militia without taking the new Federal 
oath. Governors may not accept resig- 
nation of officers who have been called 
forth until after they have presented 
themselves for muster and have been 
passed upon by a mustering officer. Va- 
cancies among officers of organized mi- 
litia or national guard called forth may 
be filled by the Governor under state 
laws, subject to qualification as to fu- 
ture examination as prescribed by na- 
tional defense act.“

Increase for Fiecal Year in Eastern 
Section ef Missouri Amounts 
te $459,150. 

The income tax receipts for the St. 
Louis, or Eastern district of Missouri, 
for the fiscal year just closed were 
$1,840,913.39, according to figures given 
out today by the Government._ Of this, 
$1,081,540.65 was from corporations, and 
$818,411.74 from individuals. This makes 
a total increase of $459,150.87, as com- 
pared with the receipts from the dis- 
trict last year. 

Missouri contributed $2,789,962 of the 
total income ta to the United States 
Treasury for the last year. The Kan- 
sas City, or Western district of the 
State, contributed only $940,050, of which 
$361,734 was from corporations and $383,- 
816 represented the tax on personal in- 
comes. 

The total income tax revenue for the 
entire United States was $124,867,429, of 
which $67,957,488 was from individuals 
and $66,909,941 was collected from corpo- 
rations.

PERMIAN CAMPAIGN 
0 RENEW U-BOAT 
WARFARE GOES ON 


Agitators Against Chancellor's 
Conciliatory Policy Neglect 
No Opportunity. 


By Associated Press. 
BERLIN, via London, July 6.—The 


campaign in favor of the resumption of 
a full-fledged submarine war on com- 


merce goes energetically forward. It was 
expected that with the adjournment f 


the Reichstag and the dispersa! of poli- 
ticlans to their homes for the summer 
this agitation by the Navy League, pub- 
licists, conservatives and part of the Na- 


tional Liberals would pass the climax 
and gradually lose its intensity. 

On the contrary reports from all sec- 
tions of the country indicate that the 
agitation is continuing with undimin- 
ished vigor, both above and below the 
surface. Never a day passes without 
articles in various newspapers to remind 
the people that, according to the Ge- 
man note, the modification in Germin 
submarine methods merely was tempo- 
rary and contingent upon a modification 
of the British blockade. 

Advocates of the ‘‘unrestricted torp:2- 
do” appear at almost every 
gathering. Various newspapers in sym- 
pathy with the movement have almost 
daily a list of what they call “British 
postal robberies“ and ever and again at- 
tention is called to the fact that the 
blockade has not undergone the slightest 
modification since the dispatch of the 
latest German note. 


Hostility to Chancellor Shown. 

The purpose of the agitation is, of 
course, twofold. One branch of it is 
directed toward the resumption of the 
submarine campaign which is felt to 
be the only effective naval weapon 
against Great Britain. The other has 
developed openly and avowedly into a 
movement against the Chancellor, Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, largely on th 
ground of internal politics. 

Some judges of the situation, basing 
their opinion on the extent and vigor 
of the agitation, are inclined to be- 
lieve the movement will lead, not later 
than September, to a revival of the 
submarine campaign on the old lines. 
Recent inquiries by the Associated Press 
in executive quarters indicate, however, 
that the Government for the present 
has no intention of resuming the ‘‘free- 
dom of action’’ mentioned in the May 
note and of provoking conflict with the 
United States. 

One reason for this decision, which 
tends to become sironger the longer war 
is continued, is the desire to avoid any 
new easures tending to prolong the 
war. Another is based upon the convic- 
tion that the faith of the present ad- 
ministration now is so closely bound up 
with the submarine issue that a re- 
versal of policy would entail opposition 
from wide, influential groups of po- 
litical leaders and powerful persons in 
the administration. 

The situation in this respect has 
changed since the beginning of the war. 
It then seemed as if the Chancellor's 
policy of moderation had scarcely a 
friend in Germany, outside of the So- 
clalists and part of the Progressive 
party, but since then the issue has been 
sharply drawn and a full realization has 
come that one purpose of the agitation 
was to down the Chancellor. 

Chancellor Wins Supporters, 

The influential Catholic center party 
has enrolled itself almost solidly in his 
support, the South German states have 
lined up firmly behind him and those 
sections of public opinion which have 
reason to fear conservative domination 
of the administration have made their 
choice between submarines and junkers 
and have joined the Chancellor's party. 
The navy, too, has had its taste of 
fighting, is anxious for another battle 
with the British fleet and is devoting al! 
its energies and attention to prepare 
for it so that the old impatience of navy 
officers for action has become a less 
prominent factor in the movement. 

All in all, the clouds over German- 
American relations are less lowering 
than for a long time. 


$6000 A MONTH FOR MRS. HILL

Children Granted Temporary

ST. PAUL, Minn., July 6.—Mrs. Mary 
T. Hill, widow, will receive $6000 a 
month and six of her children $17,600 
each annually during the probating of 
the estate of James J. Hill, according 
to an order of Judge E. W. Basille. 
The order was granted on the petition 
of Louis Hill, administrator of the es- 
tate. 

In the petition it was stated that each 
of the children named was accustomed 
to receiving this sum during the life- 
time of Mr. Hill. The preliminary es- 
timate of the value of the estate was 
$10,460,000, but Hill admitted the real 
value is considerably more. It is re- 
ported the valuation will exceed $100,- 
000,000.

LETTERS SHOWING ACTIVITY 
of THE VOTERS’ LEAGUE 


Disclose Part 8 Played in General 


Election of 1912 and in Mayoralty Campaign 
of 1913 When Dr. Simon Was Defeated.

The Post-Dispatch, which has been 


investigating the activities of the Inde- 
pendent Voters’ League, a mysterious 
organization which has for its purpose 


the conducting of secret campaigns to 


defeat all Catholics who are candi- 
dates for public office, has obtained 
possession of a quantity of the careful- 
ly guarded literature of the organiza- 
tion, including many letters sent out te 
members. 

The letters bear on the activities of 
the organization in the campaign prior 
to the genera! election in November, 
1912, and the mayoralty election in 1913. 
They bear out the fact printed in the 
Post-Dispatch nearly. four years ago 
that the organization had two postoffice 


lock boxes, Nos. 967 and 702, and that 


Greene F. Harding, formerly assistant 
secretary of the City Plan Commission, 
was the man who got the mail from 
the boxes. 


The letters also show the connection 
between the Independent Voters’ 
League, the Junior Order United Amer- 
ican Mechanics, the Guardians of Lib- 
erty and other anti-Catholic societies. 

The Post-Dispatch in its investigation 
of the Independent Voters’ League has 
already exposed the fact that the or- 
ganization’s secret headquarters are in 
offices on the third floor of the Benoist 
Building, Ninth and Pine streets, with- 
in a few feet of the office and shops 
of Charles T. Burgess, head of the Bur- 
gess Printing Co., who was one of those 
who attended the league’s secret meet- 
ing in the Odeon a week ago Sunday. 

Harding is the league leader who has 
usually taken the mail from P. O. box 
656, which is at present maintained by 
the league, to the headquarters and the 
office of Burgess.

HATS AND COTS BOUGHT 


St. Louis Firms Have Sold Gov- 
ernment $1,500,000 Worth of 
Supplies in Last Month. 


Since the order was issued for the 
mobilization of the National Guard, 
about $1,500,000 worth of war supplies 
have been purchased in St. Louis, ac- 
cording to Capt. A. E. Williams, in 
charge of the United States field depot 
at Second and Arsenal streets. 

Among. the supplies, all purchased in 
St. Louis, have been 25,917 blankets, at 
the average price of $3.97; 80,076 shirts, 
128,510 pairs of drawers and 58,000 pairs 
of socks. 

Yesterday an order was received from 
the border for 1,000,000 pounds of hard- 
tack. Bids are being received. The esti- 
mated cost is about 6% cents a pound: 
It will be made here and will be shipped 
at the rate of four or five carloads a 
day for the next 15 to 90 days. 

Yesterday the following contracts were 
let: 2 dozen hats at $13.50 a dozen, 
$4347; 2100 rakes at 32 cents, $1062; 36 cots 
at $2.50, $90; 800 gallons of disinfectant 
at 65 cents, $520. 

June 20 contracts were let to St.. Louis 
firms as follows; 2400 hats at §1.12, 
$2701.07; 3600 axes at 62 cents, $2274; 250 
blankets at $2.56, 0652.50; 1500 buckets at 
89 cents, $585; 300 cots at $2, $600; 1500 
pickaxes at 387 cents, $350, a total of 
$4676.50.

1800 Tons of Garbage. 

The amount of accumulated garbage, 
throughout the city, was estimated at 
1800 tons. At Union Market, eight wag- 
on loads were hauled away, instead of 
the usual daily one load. Hotels and 
apartment houses had overflowing re- 
ceptacies, but the large grocery stores 
and commission houses had mostly 
taken the situation in hand and hauled 
their own garbage to the dumps. 


The dead animals, 25 horses and three 
times as many dogs, were disposed of 
yesterday, the animal wagons working 
until after dark. 

Much Garbage Burned. 

In parts of the West End the Health 
Department’s advice to bury or burn 
garbage was followed. But in the resi- 
dence district east of Jefferson avenue, 
neither plan was practicable. Back 
yards are small, and many of them are 
paved with brick, and no means of dry- 
ing and incineration exist. 

Throughout the city, Supt. Laxton sald, 
it will take the men a week to catch 
up. Tomorrow the South Side will get 
a full day’s attention from the garbage 
collectors, and Saturday the work north 
of Washington avenue will be resumed.

Every year, in this country, there are at least 

000 new male voters, unmarried and without 

pendents. Very well, then. Let us start with 
the youth of 18 and compel him to serve the 
first year three months in camp, two months the 
second, and two months the third year. There- 
after he is simply a reserve. 

‘These training camps should be in existence 
overy month of the year. In November, December, 
January and February the Southern states could 
call out their boys. In March and April, and Septem- 
ber and October, those in the Missouri belt, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and in July and Au- 
gust, the states in the northern tier. This di- 
vision is made, of course, for climatic reasons 

Should this plan be adopted there would be, 
after the first year; considerably more than 100,- 
000 young men in actual camp, uniformed, equip- 
ped, and in far better shape physically for the 
real thing than our state militia is today. 

The third year the number would be 200,000, 
borides the 100,000 serving the first term. 

Then, if an emergency should arise like the 
present, a large force could be concentrated with- 
out delay at any point. And in reserve would 
be several hnudred thousand other trained men 
who had but recently been in training camp and 
familiar with a soldier’s duty. For each of these 
men, in every town and city, should be the neces- 
sary equipment—clothes, shoes, rifle and every- 
thing else ready for the call to arms. 

This would cost some money, to be sure, but 
it is cheap insurance at that. 

Some youths would have to be excused, of 
course, and others would be serving their en- 
liatment period on college campuses, but the great 
mass of our young manhood. would be trained to 
arms at the time most convenient for them and 
with the least hardship to others. BAY.

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SCHOOL MILITARY TRAINING. 

We hope the Board of Education will act favor- 
ably on the contemplated plan of adopting 4 
course of military training and instruction in the 
high schools under the provisions of the new 
Federal law providing equipment and instructors. 

We believe the delegation of citizens who. urged 
the board to act, under the law, expressed the 
sentiment of a great majority of citizens whe fa- 
vor military training for the youth as a means of 
education and development in health, morals 
and efficiency and as a preparation for any emer- 
gency of national defense that may arise. 

The instruction, drill and discipline of military 
training are invaluable as foundations for 
successful effort in any useful occupation. The 
training of the youth in the schools practically 
solves the question of national preparedness for 
defense so far as it can be solved without oblig- 
atory universal training. 

From Washington and Jefferson down every 
American leader who has had experience in na- 
tional crises or who has studied the question tes- 
tifies to the value of general military training 
from an educational as well as a national defense 
standpoint. 

We must took upon this subject from the 0 
point of citizens and public officials charged 
with responsibility for the welfare of the coun- 
try. We must do our duty. We must take all 
necessary measures for the development of the 
efficiency of youth for peace and war. We must 
begin to build up a great, efficient citizen sol- 
diery which will be prepared to defend the na- 
tion. We must prepare the youth of the land for 
the work they will be called upon to io in any 
walk of life. We ought to prepare them for the 
task of defense which may be vital to the life and 
well-being of the nation. 

Where can the work of preparation begin bet- 
ter than in the public school, the great institution 
founded and supported to prepare boys and girls 
for the work of life and the duties of citizenship? 
The public school should be the pioneer and lead- 
er in this work, so that all the people may have 
opportunity to develop physically, mentally and 
morally and to serve the country efficiently when 
needed. ; ; 

President Wilson, approving universal military 
training, spoke of the “eompulsion of the spirit 
of America“ which would induce every man to 
prepare to do his full duty. Of what value is this 
spirit if it is not translated into action? The 
Government offers equipment and instructors. 
Or what value is the offer of the Government if 
we refuse to co-operate with it? Of what value 
is the agitation in favor of preparedness and the 
awaking to the necessity of it if we do nothing? 
We have the opportunity to act. It would be 
creditable to St. Louis f our School Board should 
take the leadership in this matter.

It is stated that the fortune left by Hetty Green 
may have been even greater than had been sup- 
posed, and that unusual pains have been taken to 
guard it from “tax gatherers,” an easy matter 
under the laws. 

In. the 51 years since Mrs. Green’s father died, 
leaving her very wealthy, $1 compounded at 6 
per cent would come to more than 621. To be- 
come enormously rich was, for her, easy; she 
had only to spend little, invest safely and live 
long.

To be the tool of interests in the Senate of the 
United States, to serve graft in the highest 
of the republic, involving betrayal of the — 
and treason to the Government, is the ultimate 
of political degradation; but the true service of 
the people in that high post is almost incomypa- 
rable honor, worthy of the greatest ambition, 
and requiring not training, but the highest qual- 
fications.

BRITISH CONFIDENCE IN rock. 

News that Gen. Foch ts in command has in- 
creased the public confidence of England in 
the success of the campaign.—A War Dis- 
patch. 

Preparedness in England took the form of the 
only alternative to universa) military service, 
vis.: a large standing army. 

Her military establishment of nearly three- 
quarters of a million men—the largest standing 
army in the world—has imposed large costs on 
the taxpayers in this generation. The perma- 
nene of the service and the existence of efficient 
military schools giving entrance to that service 
have been supposed to be favorable to the de- 
velopment of highly specialized experts. In ad- 
dition, Englend has had every few years a war 
with remote peoples, which, it might be assumed, 
would afford experience in transport, commissary, 
value of newly invented weapons, exercise of 
leadership. 

But after 23 months of European war. England 
pins its faith, not to any Englishman whose per- 
sonality has been long known to them, but to a 
Frenchman—to Joffre. Generalissimo of all the 
allied forces in France, but particularly in Foch, 
in immediate charge of the new campaign. 

France's military system is vastly different 
from that of Germany. Hers is an adjunct of re- 
publicanism. Her army is a democratic army or- 
ganized on the basis of popular national rule. But 
it is giving a wonderful account of itself.

“lady”’ has come to mean are 

neither worthy nor lovable. But 
no unfortunate connotation has so far 
risen to destroy the primal meaning of 
the word gentle woman.“ 

The external signs of the gentlewom- 
an are good manners, poise of bearing 
and charm of voice. The chief internal 
qualities from which the good manners 
should rise are unselfishness, tolerance, 
and consideration for others, which is 
only another name for unselfishness. 
Chance has decreed that some girls are 
so circumstanced that it is easy for 
them to be gentlewomen; for others 
great difficulties stand in the way. But 


‘ LL the things which the term 


no girl need fear of reaching such an 
ideal if she cares to exercise the pa- 
tlence and self-possession necessary to 
attain the inner and outer graces which 
belong to the true gentlewoman. 

So far as the inner graces are con- 
cerned, no one is born with the quality 
of unselfishness, although some fortu- 
nate people have such a bent for it that 
it can be early disciplined into them. 
The baby is born an egoist, and every- 
one around him must, perforce, minister 
to his egoism. His little horizon is filled 
with just himself, and when he begins 
to talk the most of his speeches be- 
gin baby wants or baby doesn’t 
want.” It is only careful training that 


will give the child the proper conception 
of the rights of others. Human nature 
is, at the best, so defective that only 
constant self-discipline will keep one 
from putting one’s own rights always 
first. 

The true gentlewoman knows that the 
Christian theories which look upon un- 
selfishness as a duty ‘cre something 
more than pleasant principles set up on 
some high shelf of the soul where they 
are kept for show only.

She 
also knows that the sense of justice 
is sufficiently alive in the world s» 
that an unsefish person’s friends will 
not permit selfish people to impose too 
much upon her. Above all, she realizes 
that her duty is not to consider the 
possible failure of her efforts in a pretty 
imperfect world, nor the reactions upon 
herself; she tries to be unselfish, not t 
get a return in kind for it, but because 
unselfishness is right. 


The complement of unselfishness and 
consideration for others is tolerance. 
When other people are grasping or un- 
fair, the gentlewoman tries to excuse 
them, on the grounds that they are 
doubtless doing the best they can. She

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Debate on the 


fens today in the House under agreement 
90 reach a final vote Monday. The meas- 
ure reported favorably yesterday by the 
Ways and Means Committee provides a 
method of raising $200,000,000 additional 
revenue from taxes on inheritances and 


the surtax on incomes. 
When the House had adopted the 


special rule by a vote of 124 to 112, 12 
Democratic leader Kitchin opened de- 
bate with an appeal for the same non- 
partisan treatment of the revenue Dill 
that was accorded preparedness meas- 
ures. He challenged the Republicans to 
point out a better or wiser way to raise 
the revenue. 

Two Republican members of the com- 
mittee—Longworth of Ohio and Gardner 
of Massachusetts—voted with the Demo- 
erats for a favorable report, but re- 
served the right to express during de- 
bate in the House their objections to 
the methods of the majority in fram- 
ing the measure. Two other Republican 
committeemen—Green of Iowa and Sloan 
of Nebraska—while they voted against 
reporting the bill, gave notice that they 
expected to support it on the final roll 
call. 

The committee report says that the 
necessity for revenue legislation grows 
out of the necessary increase in appro- 
priations for the army and navy and

Deductions From Total. 


In estimating the actual disburse- 
monts, it is proper to deduct the sinking 
fund requirement included in the perma- 
nent appropriations at $60,727,000 for the 
fiscal year 1917 and also the postal ap- 
propriations, estimated at $324,723,000, 
payable from the postal revenues. It is 
also safe to deduct as unexpended an 
equivalent to 6 per cent of the total esti- 
mated appropriations remaining after 
these deductions. Deducting the sinking 
fund and postal appropriations and the 
5 per cent of the balance as unexpended 
and the estimated $125,000,000 of bonds to 
finance the Mexican situation leaves 31, 
015,122,000 as the amount for which it 18 
necessary to provide revenue. The esti- 
mated revenue under present laws ‘s 
$748,200,000. Estimated excess of disburse- 
ments over receipts, $266,922,000.’’ 

It is probable that no country derives 
as much revenue per capita from the 
people, through consumption taxes as 
does the United States, the report says, 
adding that the revenue system should 
be more evenly. balanced and a larger 
portion of revenues collected from in- 
comes and inheritances of those deriv- 
ing the most Government benefit. 

Receipts from the income tax under 
the bill are estimated at $227,000,000 an- 
nually. The proposed estate or inherit- 
ance tax is to be levied upon transfer 
of net estates, after deducting all valid 
Claims and an additional exemption of 
$50,000.

LLOYD-GEORGE’S 
TEMPORARY IRISH 
HOME RULE PLAN 


Would Remain in Effect Until a 
Year After the End of 
the War. 


LONDON, July 6.—The complete de- 
tails of Lloyd-George's scheme for pro- 
visional home rule for Ireland are pub- 
lished today. The following are the 
principal features: 

1. An Irish House of Commons will 
be constituted by the transference to 
the Irish Parliament of 78 members now 
sitting in the English Commons for the 
26 home rule counties. (The total Irish 
representation in the Imperial House 
of Commons is 103, of which 2% mem- 
bers sit for the six Ulster counties pro- 
visionally excluded from home rule.) 

2. Of the 78 members to be transferred 
to the Irish House, 76 are Nationalists 
or Independents, while two are Union- 
ists, namely Sir Edward Carson and 
J. H. M. Campbell, Attorney-General 
for Ireland. These two members rep- 
resent Trinity College, Dublin. They 
have both consented to sit in the Home 
Rule Parliament and on this fact some 
hopes are based for future amity. 

3. Members of the Irish Commons will 
retain their seats in the English House 
and will often be seen there, as the 
Irish body is not expected to have much 
business to transact at first. 


4. Considerable representation of 
the unionist interests in the south and 
west of Ireland will be provided througn 
the nomination of their representatives 
to the Irish Senate. It is proposed that 
the Senate sit and act with the Irish 
commons during the temporary settle- 
ment, thus safeguarding the interests of 
the unionists. 


5. The temporary settlement is to 
continue until one year after the ter- 
mination of the war. At that time the 
whole arrangement will come under the 
review of the great imperial conference 
which is to be held to adjust the Gov- 
ernment of the empire. 

6 The framework of Irish finance 
in the home rule act will not be altered 
but some increase will be made in the 
sum to be transferred to Irish revenues 
from the imperial treasury. 

J. A new Lord Lieutenant 
shortly be appointed as a preliminary to 
the adoption of the new arrangement.
